"This 
swift fototed little planet is found witl- 
diffioulty and seen only under >tbe mos 
favoring conditions of sky ana atmot 
phei;e. This is particularly true in t)h. 
ci-fy when it appears as an evening stai 
s'hortdy after sunset. 


T'he smoke from the factories hangs

the west and Jupiter on the east. 


On tbe evening of May 12. Venus and 


Jupiter will be in conjunction, Venus 
nassing about four moon disks south 
of Jupiter. This will be a fine oppor- 
tunity to compare the brilliancy of 
fhese two great planetary rivals, al- 
'hough Venus will be taken sonnewttiat 
it a disadvantage^ as it will not as 
before stated, reach its greatest brilli-

but there is little doubt that it will 
^•ven now Tar outshine the massive 
Tupiter. 


THE SIZE OF VENUS. 


Venus is 7,630 miles in diameter and 


the view, so that about the only timr 
a city star gazer can gelt a glimpse o'j 
it is by getting up an hour -before 
sunrise, which requires no little en 
thusiasm and courage in the cause. 


In March of this year it was an -eve 


niug star, and very beautifully in view 
but it ivas the first time in nearly a 
year fhat the writer had been able to 
get a glimpse of it as a mtornlng or an 
eveuing star. Its size is about.that oi 
a first magnitude star. 
WINTER CONSTELLATION GOING- 


The last of the winter constellations 


are leaving us. 
Orion and —Taurus 


linger in the evening sky, but they are 
setting earlier and wffll soon bid us 
good night, -not to return to our even- 
ing sky until next December.' We can 
lind some compensation, however, in 
the 'fine opportunity to study Ursa 
Major, the Big Dipper, that now splen- 
didly defined constellation being in the 


-enith. While it never goes below thr 
'lorizon in this latitude it dfais so close 
*o it in the winter m'ont'hs that somf 
if the stars are very 'much dimmed. 


Rev. 
De Witt Snyder. a well knowr. 


Brooklyn pastor, for ten years la. mis- 
sionary in the Congo Free States, re 
centiy told the writer that in, the sum 
•mer months he could, see the three 
-*tars in the handile of the Big Dippei 
"rom his station, although ic Was siJ 
legrees below the equator, and tha' 
'Jhey shone like ^a beacon light from 
'tome anld frien'd's thousands^ of miles 
way. 


The term "fixed stars" can only be 


applied with safety to a period of e 
'ew hundred years, as it is known tha' 
the stars are moving in every direc 
Mon, but being situated at such great 
distances, and undoubtedly moving 
with great rapidity, the changes ir 
their positions are only perceptible 
when considered over vast periods o' 
time. 


Of the seven principal stars forming 


Che Big Dipper (see map and small ar 
rows indicating direction) it has beer 
found that five are. .moving in parallel 
lines, .but that one. of the pointers an*" 
one in the handle are moving in op 
posite directions, and in the course o? 
centuries the Dipper will change its 
shape. 


Our sun. with its planetary train 


is known to be moving also, as every- 
titling in the universe must in responsf 
to the law of gravity, and no part o' 
the great system can be "fixed-"

Philadelphia, May 1 —With the ex- 


ception of a riot at Mount Caimel, 
where nearly a scoie of men weie shot 
in a clash between a detail of the new 
state police and a mob of foreign mine 
workers, the beginning of the fifth 
week of the suspension of work found 
the anthracite regions quiet. At nu- 
merous places attempts were made to 
cut coal, but these efforts in most 
cases proved fruitless, and compara- 
tively little coal was sent to the sur- 
face 
There weie, houe\er. a number 


of washeries in operation, but 
the 


quantity of coal taken from their culm 
banks was not laige 


Several of the laigp ^oal companies 


are making every effort to get some 
of their collieries in operation, and 
raining officials expiess the belief that 
by the end of the week a large number 
of men will have retuined to work 
The Reading company is making ex 
tensive preparations for a long strike. 
Commissions were is.sued by the state 
department at Harribbuig to 80 coal 
and iron policemen for that company, 
and two carloads ot deputies and non- 
union men arrived at Shamokin and 
were distributed about the collieries 
of the company 


Most of the locals have elected their 


delegates to the convention of the 
miners' union, which will be held in 
Scranton Thursday. 
In nearly every 


instance the delegates have been In- 
structed to follow the advice of Presi 
dent Mitchell 
The tiouble at Mount 


Carmel has stirred up the mine work- 
ers, and the strike sentiment is much 
stronger than it has been heretofore. 


The First Fray. 


Mount Carmel, Pa, May 1. — The 


first serious collision m the anthracite 
coal regions since the mining was sus- 
pended occurred here between a mob 
of idle mine workers and a platoon of 
the new state constabulary force, and 
resulted in the injuring of probably 20 
men, three of -whom will likely die. 
The disturbance was caused by an at- 
tack on a detail of the state police by 
several hundred foreigners, who be- 
came incensed at the piesence of the 
constables.
